lines who have discovered the is- 
land of Aruba declare it is one of the 
last accessible unspoiled retreats in this 
over-populated world where no one ever 
heard of persistent paparazzi.

Zev Gets Around 


Whee Bufman is seven people. 

The best known is Zev Bufman, Pro- 
ducer. He’s the mastermind behind Fort 
Lauderdale’s Parker Playhouse, Miami’s 
Coconut Grove Playhouse, a whole slew 
of road shows — and now, two hit 
shows on Broadway. 

There is also Zev Bufman, Soldier. 
There’s Actor, Scholar, Linguist, Sports- 
man, and Family Man. 

His story is The American Dream. 
Summing it up, he says “I’m just so 
damn happy...” 

An intonation marks his tempered, 
well-modulated speech. Too elusive to be 
called an accent. Now you hear it, now 
you don’t. Exotic, conjuring far away 
places. But what places? 

His appearance is equally difficult to 
classify: dark hair, hazel-green eyes. He 
is slim, with the quick coordinated 
movements of the athlete . . . or is it 
the karate-trained international spy? 

The manner is old-world, suave — 
yet direct, sure, unfalteringly kind. 

Zev Bufman was born in Israel. At 
seventeen he became a member of the 
Israeli 89th Commando Battalion, a 
band of derring-do underground fighters 
under the command of General Mickey 
Marcus. Their training had started as 
children; when they first went into ac- 
tion in 1948 it was to raid by night. 
“The Arabs are like the American Indi- 
ans, afraid to die at night,” he says. 

For a time he was the youngest lieu- 
tenant in the Israeli Army. Just before 
Christmas of 1951, between wars, he 
came to the United States on a student 
visa to study acting. He’d always known 
he’d be in the theatre. He grew up with 
it. His father, Mordekhai, had owned a 
chain of motion picture theatres in Tel 
Aviv. 

Zev spoke Hebrew, Arabic, German 
and French, and was ‘“‘at home” in Rus- 
sian. But he did not speak English. 

As a student in Los Angeles City

College drama school, he was sent 
around to the casting offices. 

“Would you mind playing an Arab? 
We've got something coming up in 
Flight to Tangiers,’’ he was asked. 

He took the part, and the trade 
press took him to its heart. The boy 
straight from Israel playing an Arab be- 
came a jovial inside joke. “It was a joke 
that put a lot of dollars in my pocket,” 
he recalls. 

From picture release date on, he was 
offered almost every part that called for 
a Middle Eastern accent, a dark, forbid- 
ding look. 

Cast as the ditch digger who would 
open The Ten Commandments with 
Charlton Heston, he arrived on the De- 
Mille set with heart high. 

The great director was seated on a 
camera dolly, microphone in hand. 
Young Zev heard everyone shouting 
“Hey, Cece! How’s this light?’ .. . 
“Hey, Cece! Do you want the extras 
about here?”’ 

Action, camera. 

“Hey, Cece,” Zev called to DeMille. 
“Do you want me on the right or on the 
left?” 

Silence enshrouded the set. 

“Young man, ... WHAT did you 
say?” said an icy DeMille. 

To his horror, Zev found that the 
‘“‘Cece”’ all had been calling was the 
head electrician. 

But DeMille had noticed the young 
man. 

Later he called him. 

“‘Mr. Bufman, you may be interest- 
ed to know that you have ruined three 
days’ shooting. You just may be inter- 
ested to know — or did you know — 
that your eyes photograph blue,” De- 
Mille said. 

“Tf you want to be authentic, Sir, I 
would like to point out that the hiero- 
glyphics on that casket are too modern,” 
said Bufman, the Scholar.

Zev continued to learn, earned five 
Master’s Degrees at both City College 
and Los Angeles State College, including 
one in motion picture production.

again fought the enemy. Then back to 
the U.S. 

He went into directing. 

“T’qd made a lot of money acting. I 
invested it in remodeling the old Stage 
Door Canteen. My first production was 
Laugh Capades of 1959. It was terrible. I 
lost everything I had.” 

He produced Vintage Sixty, and it 
took the West Coast by storm. But the 
politically topical play was felled on 
Broadway by the elections. 

Today, at thirty-six, with the label 
of Successful Producer, Bufman has top 
playwrights, directors, and financial 
backers coming to him. But it’s been a 
slow climb. 

California to New York. And back 
again. And yet again. After one particu- 
larly tough Broadway “‘disaster,”’ he and 
other young members of his company 
set out to return to California, driving a 
car cross-country for a fifty-dollar fee 
and glad to have the transportation 
home. 

One of his fellow between-jobs hope- 
fuls was a young actress, Vilma Auld, 
now Mrs. Bufman. 

He travels perhaps a hundred thou- 
sand miles a year. Yet in five years of 
marriage he and Vilma have never been 
apart a night. ‘“‘My life is her life.” 
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“She doesn’t get involved in my 
business unless I ask her opinion,” says 
the man with time-tested values. ‘“‘And I 
don’t let business spoil the important 
things — tennis in the afternoon, a good 
dinner at home. Yes, she’s a wonderful 
cook. And we like to travel. Last year 
we rented a car in Europe, drove five 
thousand miles touring from Southern 
Spain to the Arctic Circle. There’s no

His parents are important. He stops 
in for lunch at least once a week. His 
father is manager of Coconut Grove 
Playhouse. 

Zev Bufman’s operation is probably 
the most diversified in the American 
theatre today, and adding up his various 
enterprises, quite possibly the largest.

Others current are Porgy and 
Bess, Any Wednesday, Marat Sade. 

And now, the peak of the theatre 
world: two concurrent Broadway hits. 
One is Bufman’s production of Spofford 
starring Melvyn Douglas before capacity 
audiences. Bing Crosby is negotiating 
for the movie rights as a starring vehicle 
for himself. 

The other is Your Own Thing, which 
Bufman calls his ““REAL success.” It’s a 
rock ’n roll musical, with nine young un- 
knowns packing them in. 

For this, Bufman has used slides and 
films to supplement live acting. The re- 
sults are such that he is launching seven 
separate companies to perform the musi- 
cal in Los Angeles, Las Vegas, Boston, 
Chicago, San Francisco, Canada and 
London.

Be Raton, located mid-way be- 
tween Palm Beach and Fort Lauderdale 
in the heartland of the Gold Coast, 
ranks first in Florida for city growth, 
but far beyond sheer impressive expan- 
sion, is the community’s beautiful blos- 
soming through thoughtful planning, 
and dedicated effort. 

The population of Boca Raton has 
soared from less than 1,000 residents in 
1950, to the 6,961-mark a decade later, 
and now stands at more than 23,000. 
The last eight years saw housing units 
double in number, and it is anticipated 
that population will pass the 50,000 lev- 
el in the early 1970s. 

More than this, since 1960, Boca 
Raton has become a major recreation 
and convention resort, a key education 
center, and a most notable hub for south 


Palm Beach County industry. Quick 
burgeoning of the ’60s is surging with 
startling momentum and attractiveness 
toward the 1970s. 

In sports, for example, Boca Raton 
is a vast golfers’ paradise with the Royal 
Palm Country Club, Boca Raton Hotel 
and Club course, University Park, Sun 
and Surf Club, Boca Raton Country 
Club, and Southern Manor. And the 
scene expands. 

A lakeview 9-hole executive links, 
just completed at Boca Raton Hotel, 
will be inaugurated in October 1968. 
Launched last month, was the hotel’s 
“Cate of the Four Lions,’’ a handsome 
golfer’s lounge serving sportsmen from 
the 18-hole course. 

Golf also fares over par in Boca Ra- 
ton’s future, according to the huge de- 
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velopment plan recently announced by 
Brown H. Whatley, President of Arvida 
Corporation. Called Boca Raton West, 
the 1,450-acre tract between Boca Raton 
and the Sunshine State Parkway, is de- 
signed for open-space living under pines 
and palms set in hundreds of acres of 
lawn. 

Mr. Whatley says, ‘“‘This resort com- 
plex we believe will eventually represent 
a one-half-billion dollar residential club 
development. Four championship golf 
courses make the difference here, and 
the first is already under construction, 
with others in advance design by famed 
Desmond Muirhead, and Gene Sara- 
zen.” 

Sprinkled among these golf courses 
will be small apartment villages, or ham- 
lets. Cluster principle affords about 
4,000 uncrowded living units, with most 
construction only two stories, to enhance 
the open fairway feeling. 

Today, on every side of Boca Raton, 
the old and the new are fused in splen- 
did fashion. Typical is the Boca Raton 
Hotel and Club. 

Originally known as The Cloister 
Inn, it was built by Addison Mizner in 
1926, and had 100 guest rooms. El Ca- 
mino Real served as proud entry-avenue 
divided by a Grand Canal dotted with 
gondolas. Tropical gardens set off price- 
less achitectural details, and interior ap- 
pointments were brought from the Spain 
of King Alphonso. 

In 1930, Clarence H. Geist pur- 
chased the inn, spent millions adding 
225 rooms plus other facilities. During 
World War II, it was a U.S. Air Force 
officer training center, passed next to 
the J. Myer Shine interests, and in 1957, 
was acquired by Arvida. It has hosted 
royalty, statesmen, society scions and 
the elite of the entertainment world. 

A current $14-million expansion pro- 
gram will make Boca Raton Hotel and 
Club one of the world’s great resort- 
estate facilities. To open in October 1968 
are the 152-foot long exhibition hall, a 
14,400-square-foot Grand Ballroom, the 
lake-side Cloister Club cabaret, and ten 
conference rooms. In February 1969, a 
25-story guest tower with 250 suites of 
rooms will be inaugurated. 
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Boca Raton Hotel and Club is currently undergoing major expansion and renovation by Arvida Corporation.

— New churches and schools picture 
another shining facet of Boca Raton’s 
community spirit. More than two dozen 
churches in the city represent most reli- 
gious denominations. Fine architectural 
design adds an accent of beauty, and 
new examples from among many include 
United Church, St. Paul Lutheran, First 
Methodist, and Saint Joan of Arc. 

Boca Raton is rapidly emerging as a 
comprehensive center for learning, and 
already numbers some unique education- 
al facilities, with still others under con- 
struction, or planned for the immediate 
future. 

In 1960, Boca Raton had about 
1,000 Grade and High School students, 
and at present there are more than four- 
times that number in twelve schools. 
Typical new construction includes the 
well-designed Addison Mizner Elementa- 
ry School. In the private school sector 
Saint Andrew’s School (Episcopal), 
opened to 120 boys in 1962. Today, en- 
rollment is over 250 students. 

Marymount College is a two-year 
privately supported Catholic college for 
women, founded in 1963, when 83 stu- 
dents were enrolled. Today, Mary- 
mount’s beautiful 65-acre campus with 
modern facilities, has an enrollment 
above the 350-student mark. 

A state university has a powerful 
impact on the community in which it is 
located, and Boca Raton has felt the sig- 
nificant stimulus of Florida Atlantic 
University, since its opening in 1964. 

At inception, F.A.U. had a staff of 
24, a payroll of about $160,000, and just 
over 1,000 students. Today, according to 
Eugene Robinson, Special Assistant to 
the President, F.A.U. has well over 500 
staff, a payroll in excess of $4-million, 
and about 4,200 students on the $20- 
million campus.

Mr. Robinson added, ‘‘F.A.U. is the 
only university in the world offering un- 
dergraduate study in ocean engineering.

Under Sea Grant legislation, spear-head- 
ed by Representative Paul Rogers, 
F.A.U. is one of 11 U.S. institutions to 
receive grants from the National Science 
Foundation, in a program linked with 36 
industry and government laboratories 
throughout America.” 

F.A.U.’s present enrollment of about 
4,200 is expected to soar to 15,000 stu- 
dents by the mid-1970s. Currently, Mas- 
ter’s Degree study is offered in 14 disci- 
plines, which will rise to about 75 disci- 
plines by 1971. 

Expansion at F.A.U. includes the 
new Administration Center opened last 
winter, the $1.8-million Biological Sci- 
ences Building inaugurated in 1968, and 
the $1.4-million general purposes class- 
room building with 35,000 square feet of 
space to be available this fall.

In the sphere of the unique, F.A.U.

by the Music and Arts Festival are 
unique in that they offer classical music 
in a “pop” setting. Members of the au- 
dience are seated four at a table where 
they are served slices of watermelon 
while listening to the Fine Arts Festival 
Symphony orchestra. 

The annual open art show, which is 
sponsored by the Jackson Hole Art 
Guild, is held at the end of July and the 
beginning of August for one week. Ama- 
teur and professional artists from most 
of the western states are attracted to the 
event. Summer visitors, too, find the art 
show one of their favorite events of the 
festival since they have the opportunity 
of purchasing paintings depicting the 
beautiful scenery of the surrounding 
area. 

Situated in Grand Teton National 
Park, one of the most scenic parts of the 
United States, the Fine Arts Foundation 
is ideally located for cultural pursuits. 
The park is in northwestern Wyoming, 
about 28 miles south of Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, the area being noted for its 
snow-capped peaks of the Teton Range. 

Approximately 50 miles in length 
and 15 miles in width, the valley is- 
6,400 feet above sea level. Highest of the 
peaks in the range is Grand Teton, 
13,766 feet, and there are in the immedi- 
ate district numerous streams, rivers and 
lakes, the largest being Jackson Lake. 

Grand Teton National Park was the 
result of John D. Rockefeller Jr. acquir- 
ing 33,000 acres in Jackson Hole for 
which he paid well over $1 million. In 
1949 the land was deeded to the people 
of the United States to be preserved as a 
park in its natural state for present and 
future generations. 

The area is a veritable naturalist’s 
paradise. In the woods and fields, and 
by the streams such creatures as moose, 
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elk, beaver, deer, black-striped chip- 
munk, golden-mantled ground squirrel 
and marmot roam freely. More than 100 
species of brightly-plumaged birds may 
be seen frequenting the river grass, the 
spreading forests of evergreen and aspen, 
or soaring around the high crags of the 
Tetons. Bald eagles, ospreys, Canadian 
geese and great blue herons may be seen 
in the valley. 

A rarity in the bird world, the grace- 
ful trumpeter swan may also be _ ob- 
served in Jackson Hole. It is a happy 
hunting ground for camera enthusiasts 
and oil and water color artists. 

The most immediate need of the 
Foundation is money to finance its Sum- 
mer Festival program and its non-sum- 
mer cultural programs. The programs 
are felt to be necessary for not only the 
visiting populace but also for the people 
who reside there permanently. 

The developmental and administra- 
tive structures also require funds so that 
they may be in a position to carry out 
the long-term goals of the Foundation. 
These include complete development of 
the valley to provide the whole popula- 
tion of the United States with this gar- 
den of Eden where all the cultural pur-

Seon signals are rising again from 
lawn, beach and poolside pits as adven- 
turous do-it-yourself cooks experiment 
with new ideas to make the barbecue 
memorable. 

Most wives are happy to concede 
that playing with fire is a man’s job. It 
is the man who assumes full control of 
the outdoor grill, which is as it should 
be. It is man’s natural domain, an ata- 
vistic throwback to the days when he 
dragged the kill home to the cave and 
broiled it over the outdoor fire while the 
wife and children made themselves use- 
ful chewing on the sinews to make 
thread or putting together modish ani- 
mal skin suits. 

Outdoor cooking is gratifying be- 
cause it is an art; exciting because it is a 
challenge. Conditions are never quite the 
same. Wind direction and velocity vary, 
the fire itself is capricious, fuels refuse to 
act as the book says, even the tempera- 
ture sets up a variance in cooking time! 
Like a sailing skipper, the chef has his 
mechanical aids, but in the last analysis 
his trip to port relies on judgment, 
backed up by the proper admixture of 
experience, conjecture and observation. 

Any good cookout manual advises 
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The beefburger goes 
Oriental in Burgers Teriyaki, 
served with rice and 

fresh vegetable salad 

in wine vinegar. 
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on use of fuel, firing techniques and 
such, so we are going to concentrate on 
the secrets that can turn barbecue into a 
feast for the gods. 

One such secret is marinating your 
meat to improve both taste and tender- 
ness. The best method is to steep the 
meat in liquid overnight in the refrigera- 
tor. As a base, use equal parts of olive 
or fresh light salad oil and Burgundy or 
Sherry, then let that sense of adventure 
hold sway: try adding to one cup of the 
oil-wine mixture 2 tablespoons each cat- 
sup and soy sauce, one teaspoon curry 
powder, fresh-ground black pepper, 
minced onion — and omit salt if the soy 
sauce is used. Or brew a potent batch of 
marinade by using Accent, mustard, cel- 
ery salt, garlic salt, celery seed, Worces- 
tershire, red hot sauce, lemon juice, Es- 
coffier Sauce, or other ingredients, in 
any proportions you choose to try. You 
may create the world’s greatest mari- 
nade — but a word of caution, do your 
experimenting before the night when 
guests are due, just in case the mixture 
is a little less than magnificent. 

Steak is a favorite with cookout 
chefs, and quality is the watchword 
here. Only the best steaks are good

enough. And do buy thickness in your 
steak. Remember that the good cuts of 
steak are the sirloin (always depend- 
able); porterhouse (choice cut); tender- 
loin or fillet, shell or club or New York 
(name varies with the area in which you 
live); and rib steak. Many gourmets 
consider the T-bone (really a small por- 
terhouse) best of all. 

The meat should be well-marbled 
with fat, and a deep, cherry-red color 
when cut. Never buy steak with yellow 
fat — it should be creamy white. But if 
one end of the meat you are buying has 
long, green mold, and the other end has 
dark red flesh, don’t panic; that proves 
the meat has been hung properly. 

Never take steak from retrigerator 
to grill. It needs at least two hours at 
room temperature. Sear the meat well 
on both sides over a high heat, then de- 
crease it slightly, turning the meat to 
gain evenness of cooking 

No steak of any sort should be 
carved until it has been away from the 
fire fer four or five minutes. Put it in a 
warm spot near the fire for the brief pe 
riod of waiting, which allows the juices,

steak two inches or more in thickness 
should be carved to make slices about a 
quarter-inch thick. 

Practically every barbecue enthusi- 
ast has his own favorite — and fre- 
quently secret — recipe for sauce. But 
we nominate as greatest of all just some 
salt butter added to steak drippings and 
heated in an iron skillet. 

Basting the meat with butter is a 
popular technique, and to give the meat 
that ‘“‘extra-something,”’ just add flavor- 
ful ingredients to the butter. Chili But- 
ter combines grated onion and chili pow- 
der with the butter; Parmesan Butter 
includes oregano flakes, grated Parme- 
san cheese. Provolone Butter has 
chopped onion, Worcestershire sauce, 
grated Provolone cheese; Garlic Butter 
(save some of this to spread on toasted 
French bread) has minced garlic and a 
dash of prepared mustard. 

The barbecue has soared in populari- 
ty since a Texas president moved into 


the White House. Rather than being 
subtle in flavor, Texas barbecue sauces 
are usually outspoken, tangy and richly 
blessed with tomato. Here is an excellent 
example: 
TEXAS BARBECUE SAUCE 

5 tablespoons vinegar; 3 tablespoons 
tomato catsup; 2 tablespoons Worcester- 
shire sauce; 3 bay leaves; 1 clove garlic, 


_minced; 2 tablespoons chopped onion; 1 


cup canned tomatoes; 3 stalks celery 
and leaves, chopped; % lemon, thinly 
sliced; 1% cups water; % cup butter or 
margarine. 

Simmer all ingredients except butter 
for 15 minutes. Strain; add butter; serve 
hot with barbecued beef. Makes 2% 
cups sauce. 

One of James Beard’s tavorite menus 
for barbecue entertaining includes figs or 
melon with Prosciutto and salami; bread 
sticks; spitted roast beef; Potatoes 
Anna; Romaine quarters; French bread 
and butter; Peach Shortcake with Sher- 
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ried Whipped Cream. Proof indeed that 
the barbecue can be as glamorous as you 
care to make it! For an even more im- 
pressive entree, prepare this Spitted 
Chateaubriand: Using a 2 to 24% pound 
Chateaubriand, carefully trim fat and 
make a slanting cut, 2 inches deep, the 
full length of the meat with a sharp, 
narrow-bladed knife held at a 45-degree 
angle. Repeat the cut down the other 
side. Blend together 4 ounces blue

cheese and one tablespoon brandy; 
spread this in the long knife-slits. Use 
short skewers to close the slits then tie 
meat securely with string, at ends and in 
the middle. Place on the spit and rotate 
over very hot coals 14 to 1% hours for 
medium rare. Makes 6 to 8 servings. 

You may switch from beef occasion- 
ally with these superb Barbecued Lamb 
Steaks. Even a shoulder lamb chop will 
relax tenderly after a few pleasant hours 
in this sherry marinade. For a real ban- 
quet, have a small leg of lamb cut into 
one-inch steaks; then grill for about one- 
half hour, serve with a generous mixed 
salad and the same dry sherry found in 
the marinade. 

BARBECUED LAMB STEAKS 

1 small leg of lamb; 1 tablespoon in- 
stant minced green onion; 3 tablespoons 
cold water; 4 cup tarragon vinegar; 1% 
cup salad oil; 1 bay leaf; % teaspoon ba- 
sil; % teaspoon coarse black pepper; 1 
cup New York State Dry Sherry. 

Have lamb cut into one-inch steaks 
at the meat market. Combine instant 
minced green onion and water; let stand 
until water is absorbed. Combine with 
remaining ingredients; pour over lamb 
steaks. Let stand several hours or over- 
night in refrigerator. Bring to room tem- 
perature; drain well. Grill over hot coals 
20 to 30 minutes, turning frequently and 
basting with sauce. Makes 8 to 10 serv- 
ings. 

Ground round steak takes on sophis- 
tication served with a pungent teriyaki 
sauce of Oriental inspiration. To contin- 
ue the Oriental theme, rice is served 
rather than the traditional American 
burger roll, and a salad of lightly pickled 
vegetables completes the interesting 
combination. The salad is made with 
sliced cucumbers, carrots and turnips 
dressed in wine vinegar and slightly 
sweetened with sugar. A dry red Bur- 
gundy or a Chianti is a good companion 
for outdoor meals, and the wine should 
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pepper, monosodium glutamate, mixing 
lightly. Divide into 4 or 5 portions. 
Shape each one loosely into a patty. 
Combine Sherry, soy, honey and barbe- 
cue sauce or catsup. Brush generously 
over sides of meat; cover and let stand

more than 100 clans and septs through- 
out the United States and Canada as 
well as non-Scots come by high road and 
low road. The kilts, the bonnets, the be- 
rets and insignia, the bagpipes’ skirling 
is a sight and sound never to ‘be forgot- 
ten. ‘ 
Literally thousands of families come 
to MacRae Meadows (and there always 
seems to be room for more) to be wel- 
comed by President MacDonald who 
formally opens the gathering with the 
Gaelic Ceud Mile Failte, which means 
‘‘a hundred thousand welcomes.”’ 


Almost as impressive as the happy 
throng, the colorful costumes, the con- 
stant skirling of the pipes is the sur- 
rounding scenery. Grandfather Moun- 
tain, with its 5,280 foot high Visitors 
Center building flag flying in the breeze, 
looks like a feudal castle in the Scottish 
Highlands . . . seems to be a sentinel of 
peace, a guardian of yesterdays. 

Meanwhile, tents ring the immense 
field bedecked in clan tartans, hospitali- 
ty booths where members and guests 
gather to watch the games, catch up on 
current events, munch hamburgers and 
sip that ever-present “‘water of life.” 

Lads and lassies will whirl and 
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bounce in such highland dances as the 
Sword dance, Fling, Reels and Sean 
Truibhais (shin-TREWS) which means 
old trousers and is an ancient Highland 
dance. Dancing events are organized ac- 
cording to the United States Highland 
Dancers’ Association with trophies and 
medals, usually of silver, given the con-
